N. C. Hig h tide in 
Pamlico sound and the oeeun Inun­ 
dation caused the fears. 
MOorhead C'lty, Heaufort, Newborn,

and dozens of other small towns on 
the coast art1 
reported 
as 
having 
g reat losses from the fury of the 
g ale. 
At Washing ton the water was waist 
deep 
In the 
street, two 
railroad 
bridg es, one a mile long , of the Nor­

Southern 
line, 
were 
washed 
away; docks, steamships, larg e ware­ 
houses, residences and a splendid pub­ 
lic building were destroyed.

A delug e of rain accompanied the 
wind, and the Pamlico river overflow­ 
ed, inundating a larg e portion of the 
business and manufacturing district.

The storm caused havoc in the vi­ 
cinity of Heaufort. 
Boats from Core 
sound reported that all wharves for a

There has been no news from the 
sea, the wireless station being out of 
commission. 
In Newbern the water was several 
feet deep in the streets. A number of

Scenes of desolation mark virtually 
the entire North Carolina coast as the 
result of the hurricane which struck 
the section. IMspatches indicate that 
the town of Bell Haven is wiped of? 
the map. 
In Aurora fifteen houses were de­ 
stroyed, while at Vandemere the dam­ 
ag e was heavy. 
Throug hout Eastern North Carolina 
g rowing crops are virtually a total 
loss.

San Francisco, Sept. 5.—The fate of 
F. Drew Caminetti, charg ed with white 
slavery, rests in the hands of a Jury. 
Given the same charg es by the Judg e, 
to make the same ruling s on virtually 
the same evidence, and tho same de­ 
fense to oppose it, h!s chance of a ver­ 
dict different from that found ag ainst 
his companion, Maury I. Dig g s, lies in 
the fact that twelve different men are 
trying him. 
As the defedant’s brother put it to 
the Jury, "this whole ease has sim­ 
mered down to a sing le issue—name­ 
ly, what was the intent and purpose 
of the trip to Reno? 
The whole evi­ 
dence tends to show that the de­ 
fendant left Sacramento 
Imxxmls « * he 
feared 
imiiemiing 
am>st ami facta 
abeut to be printed in the new<*pai>ors. 
No one but a man crazed and mad­ 
dened by fear of arrelt would have 
g one on that crazy trip—none but a 
lunatic.” 
"We do not claim that frig ht is a 
defense for crime, but when seeking 
for a motive the state of mind must 
be considered," said Theodore Rocb, 
arg uing for the g owrmnont, 
"The contention of the prosecution 
is not that Caminetti induced or en­ 
ticed the g irls to leave Sacramento, 
but that he aided in inducing and en­ 
ticing them. 
There is plenty of evi­ 
dence to show that tho g irls did n*vt 
want to g o.” 


Brother Pleads for Defense. 
The most striking diverg ence in the 
course of the trial was tho unexptx.-ted 
appearance of Anthony Caminetti, Jr., 
as an advocate in his brother's de­ 
fense. 
Young Cominotti had sat at 
counsel’s table with his brother's law­ 
yers throug hout the trial, but it was 
not suspected that he formed part of 
their streng th. 
There was a flutter 
of surprise when he arose to make 
the opening arg ument for the defense. 
Young Mrs. Caminetti was not pres­ 
ent, but the defendant's mother and 
Mrs. Dig g s were. 
“It may seem an error for me to 
plead for my brother in this onse. hut 
I can’t stand idly by without uttering 
a word of protest” ho said. 
"Don’t 
forg et that an anxious mother awaits 
your verdict, and a father who has 
served his country well.” 
Marshall Woodworth, chief counsel 
for the defense, asked the court to In­ 
struct the jury to render a verdict of 
acq uittal on the g round that there 
was no evidence to show the Mann 
white slave traffic act had b« H*n violat­ 
ed, because no intent to profit com­ 
mercially had been shown. 
Judg e Van Fleet refused to enter­ 
tain the motion.

Much stress was laid by the offi­ 
cials upon the withdrawal by Senor 
Gamboa in his second note of the 
orig inal demand for recog nition by 
the United States throug h the ex­ 
chang e of ambassadors. 
That the 
Huerta g overnment had in effect with­ 
drawn its demand for recog nition is 
now held to t>e the case by many 
Washing ton officials, notwithstanding 
Senor Gamboa’s declaration in the 
same note that 
he would “always 
stand on the unavoidable condition 
which declares that w’e are In reality 
the ad interim constitutional g overn­ 
ment of the Mexican republic.”

Washing ton, Sept. 5.—[Special.]—As 
the tariff bill has prog ressed it seems 
almost certain that there will bo few 
chang es made in conference.

passed the house the Democrats of tho 
finance committee had it about two 
months, during which time nearly nil 
discrepancies and ineq ualities were 
pointed out. 
Time was g iven those 
interested in the different schedules to 
examine them and tell tho men who 
were working on the bill on the senate 
sido what chang es oug ht to bo made. 
Another reason for leaving the bill 
as It passes the senate Is because there 
is such a narrow majority In that body 
that It may

to attempt

It has 
not been an easy task to frame a bill 
and hold n majority for It in tho face 
of two defections from the party. 


Tbe Trouble In Mexico. 
A man well versed in foreig n affairs, 
and particularly with Latin America, 
remarked In discussing Mexico, “The 
trouble in reg ard to our relations with 
Mexico is that no one seems to have 
been employed who knew how to bring 
about results in n diplomatic way, no 
one who knew how to do thing s with­ 
out menace or force, no one who seem­ 
ed to understand tho people and use the 
tact necessary when a strong nation 
deals with a weaker one whoso peo­ 
ple are extremely sensitive.” 
IIo said that applied to the last as 
well as tho present administration and 
that no q uestion of politics was in 
volved. 
All Had a Chano*. 
Every Democratic member of the 
finnnce committee had charg e of one 
or more schedules in the tariff bill 
and assumed the responsibility for con­ 
ducting it throug h the senate for a 
time. Chairman Simmons was on hand 
must of the tlmo and took a hand fre­ 
q uently. and ho also had entire charg e 
of some of the schedules. Tho routine 
of consideration was for Simmons to 
move the consideration of the bill at 
the earliest possible moment and turn 
it over to the senator having chnrg e of 
the schedule.

"It may seem an error for me to 
plead for my brother in this oase, hut 
I can’t stand idly by without uttering 
a word of protest” ho said.

about results in a diplomatic way, no 
one who knew how to do things with­ 
out menace or force, no one who seem­ 
ed to understand the people and use the 
tact necessary when a strong nation 
deals with a weaker one whose pre- 
pie are extremely sensitive.”

The Thaw lawyers, despairing of 
defeating deportation, have begun to 
make plans for resisting extradition 
in Vermont.
